general health of the Province, or the healthiness of the year under report, as com- 
pared with that of previous years. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor regrets to find that 
though the attention of all local officers, and especially of Municipal Com- 
mittees, has annually been drawn to the necessity of improving the registra- 
tion of vital stutistics, the local authoritics have yet failed to realize the import- 
ance of this branch of municipal administration, and the explici’ instructions 
of Government have practically been disregarded. A circular on the subject has 
recently been issued to all Commissioners of Divisions, which His Honour 
hopes will have the effect of stimulating’ the energies of municipal bodies. The 
Conmissioners have been requested to deal specially with the subject in their 
general administration roports, and the Licutenant-Governor will await the 
receipt of their remarks. Should it be found that no improvement is likely to 
be manifested, it will probably be necessary to call for a special report on the 
causes of this continued failure, and the possibility of remedying it in future, 
either by a change in the machinery at present employed in collecting statistics 
or in some other way. The Lieutenant-Governor fully approves the proposal: 
of the Sanitary Commissioner to issue a circulur to municipalities, drawing their 
attention to the importance of the subject and the useful purposes which regis- 
tration fulfils. 

The mortality among infants under one year old was higher than nsual, 
the ratio per mille being 162-91 against 145-40 in 1887 and 123-18, the average 
of the quinquennium 1833—87. The following table compares the death-rate 
in urban and rural circles from the various diseases :— 
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The statement given in the report of the comparative mortality from the 
pein diseases in the four main divisions of the Prevince shows that the 
mortality from cholera in Orissa, though less than half that recorded in 1887, 
is still higher than in any other part of Bongal. On the other hand, the deaths 
from fever in Orissa amounted to only 7°45 per mille of the population, against 
16°03 in Behar, 17°49 in Chota Nagpore, and 17-68 in Bengal. The mortality 
among natives in the Cantonments in Bengal during the year under roport 
was not so great asin the previous year. The fluctuations in the death-rate 
of the different cantonments are okellcings In Dorunda the rate was as high 
as 59°27, while in Dnm-Dum, a more populous cantonment situated in a less 
healthy locality, it only reached 11:60. In Alipore it fell from 44-32 in 
1887 to 28°73 in‘ 1888, while in Buxa it rose from 9°64 to 20°37. In 
two of these cantonments the mortality registered is as low as in many of the 
municipalities, yet in cantonments such as Fort William and Dum-Dum it is to 
be supposed that registration will be tolerably accurate. The Sanita . 
missioner has drawn attention to.the fact that the mortalityfrom cholera ‘wad 
higher during 1888 than in the previous year, and remarks that this~regtttt 
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“indicates that the sanitaty condition of the native quarters requires looking 
into, und raises the suspicion of an impure and polluted water-supply.” The 
Sanitary Commissioner will Le asked to furnish further details with regard to 
the distribution of deaths from this cause over the different cantonments, and 
the attention of the Military authorities will, if necessary, be drawn to the mutter. 

The number of deaths reported among the nativo floating population of 
the Port of Calcutta was 148 or 5:77 per mille, against 98 or 3-7 per mille in 
the previous year. ‘A similar increase occurred in the deuth-rate of the 
European floating population, which rose from 26°94 to 37-74. 

Cholera.— During the yeur 111,891 deaths from cholera were recorded, 
against 172,578 in 1887 and 137,914, the average of the five years 1883—87. 
This decrease is satisfactory, and it is noteworthy that, though present in every 
district, the discase is reported to have been less extensively epidemic than in 
1887. The prevalence of cholera during every month of the year for the last 
fifteen years, its seasonal incidence in the four main divisions of the Province, 
and its comparative prevalence in each district in Bengal during 1883, have 
been. illustrated by the Sanitary Commissioner in a series of diagrams which 
have been prepared with great care aud are very interesting. Dr. Gregg 
remarks :— 

“The inferences to be drawn from this (the first) diagram aro (1) that the year 1888 

compares favourably with nine out of the fourteen years with which it is compared; (2) 
that as a rule the Province is comparatively ‘free from cholera during the carlier months 
of the year, and that when in some yours it does prevail in January and February, ‘it is « 
continuation of tho disease which was doveloped in intensity at tho end of the preceding 
year; (%) that the disease prevails with much severity in the hot weather before the rains 
set in; (4) that there is a comparative lull during tho rains; and (5) that it appears again 
in the cold weather, but not to the same extent as in the hot weather.” 
‘The connection between fhe variations in the seasonal incidence of th: 
diséase in Bengal, Behar, Orissa, and Chota Nagpore, and the character and 
elevation of the soil in difforent localities, and consequent change in the height 
of the sub-soil water, are clearly demonstrated by these diagrams. 

The districts in which cholera was most prevalent during the year under 
report were Chumparun, Backergunge, and the 24-Pergunnahs, where the regis- 
tered number of deaths were 11,414, 7,835, and 7,325 respectively. The districts 
which suffered least were Dinagepore, Beerbhoom, and Darjeeling, where the 
registered mortality was 3385, 257, and 201 respectively. Dr. R. D. Murray, 
the Civil Surgeon of Chumparun, has submitted a very good uccount of the 
cholera epidemic which prevailed in that district during the year. He attributes 
the outbreak to the overcrowding of the cultivators who assembled in April for 
the opium weighments at Motihari, where tho sanitary arrangements were 
defectivo and the water-supply impure. The Civil Surgeon remarks :— 


“With a viow to prevent a ropetition of the disastrous epidemics of the last two years, 
1 would bog to recommend strongly that the opium weighments should be carried on outside 
municipal limits and at several places spevially selected and well apart from each other, so as 
to obviate or mitigate, as far as possible, the evil effects of overcrowding. Incxpensive huts or 
sheds should be run up in lines for the accommodation of the cultivators, and proper sanitary 
arrangements made. Weighment sites should be chosen with special reference to water- 
supply.” 
A copy of the Civil Surgeon’s report will be communicated to the Board of 
Revenue, and they will be asked to‘make arrangements for carrying out, as far 
as possible, tiie recommendations which have been made by Dr. Murray. The 
attention of the District Board has alroady boen called to the urgent necessity 
for the improvement of the water-supply in Chumparun, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that the subject will not be lost sight of. ‘lhe proper conser- 
vation of the sources from which drinking-water is obtained is essential to the 
vention of the disease, and it is satisfactory to observe that the circular, 
which has lately been issued by the Sanitary Commissioner to Municipalities 
on, this subject, has already had the effect of inducing the local authorities to 
take steps for the more adequate protection of their water-supply. 
», An outbreak of cholera occurred during the year among the coolies pro- 
geeting from Bengal to the tca-gardens at Assam and Cachar, owing to which 
migration on this line had to be temporarily suspended. A special roport on 
ibject.was submitted by the Sanitary Commissioner, and in order to provide 
r cantrol of coolies emigrating otherwise than under the provisions 
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of the Inland Emigration Act of 1882, an Act has subsequently been passed 
the Lieutonant-Governor and a set of rules issued under which it will be possible 
to enforce strictly the responsibility of coolie agents for the well-being of the 
parties of emigrants whom they accompany. 

Small-pox.—The total number of deaths reported to have occurred from 
small-pox was 6,247, or ‘09 per mille, against 3,846, or ‘05-per mille, in 1887, 
and an average ratio of ‘13 per mille for the five years 1883—87. Of the 
whole mortality, more than 50 per cent., or 3,734 deaths, occurred inthe Patna 
Division, and 21 per cent., or 1,312, in the Orissa Division. It is remarkable 
that more than 80 per cent. of the deaths occurred among children under 12 

ears of age. A considerable arca in the Patna Division is as yet unprotected 
i. vaccination, and it scems advisable that the provisions of the Vaccination 
Act should be extended to it as soon as possible. ‘I'he Lieutenant-Governor 
will be glad to receive a report from the Sanitary Commissioner on the subject. 
The Act is in force in the Orissa Division, and every endeavour should be made 
to enforce its provisions. It is worthy of remark that not a single death from 
small-pox is reported to have occurred in the district of Bogra during the year,. 
and that the floating population of Calcutta continued to enjoy inimunity from 
tho disease. 

Fever.—The registered mortality from fever during the year was 
1,092,102, or a ratio of 16°53 per mille of the population, against 1,087,768, 
or 16:44 per mille, in 1887, and 889,281, or 13 59 per mille, the mean of the 
last ten years. From the table showing the comparative mortality in arban and 
rural circles it appears that the death-rate in towns has fallen off from 14°63, 
the average of the preceding ten years, and 10°45, the rate last year, to 10°30, 
The decrease is ascribed by the Sanitary Commissioner to defective registra- 
tion, but it does not appear that there is any good reason for believing that 
the registration of deaths from this particular cause has been peculiarly bad. 
It is possible that the low rate of mortality in towns, as compared with that in 
rural circles, is partly due to the indiscriminate classification of all diseases with 
inflammatory symptoms as fever in the more rural and less educated tracts of 
the country. The diagram given by Dr. Gregg, showing the seasona) inci- 
dence of fever and the mortality from this cause during the last fifteen years, is, 
like that given in the cholera section of his report, both new and interesting. 
It shows that the fever mortality was greater in 1888 than in any of the 
previous 14 years, and that it has steadily increased year by year. Lut it is 
probable that this result is due to improvement in registration and increase in 
the population rather than to greatcr unhealthiness of climate. 

‘The great prevalence of this disease during the three last months of the year 
is undoubtedly caused by the saturation ef the soil with water after the rains, 
and it is to be feared that the natural difficulties of draining the country have 
in many cases been increased, as the Sanitary Commissioner points out, by 
roads and embankments insufficiently provided with culverts. ‘Ihe waterwa 
allowed in railway and road embankments is calculated by Engineers with 
reference rather tu the stability of the work than to the sanitary requirements 
of the iucality. But it is not mercly the work of man that has to be grappled 
with. ‘The action of nature tends constuntly, in a flat country like Bengal, to 
silt up the khals and so waterlog the country drained by them. Under the 
guidance of such a Sanitary Board as the Government of India have proposed 
a beginning might be made towards remedying these evils; but it is to 
be feared that the time to which Dr. Gregg looks forward when the countr 
will be thoroughly and systematically drained is still far distant. 

The following table shows the mortality from fever in urban and rural 
circles :-—

notorious for fever, but in others, such as Gya, Hazaribagh, Monghyr, and 
Shahabad, the evil is quite new. Jn Shahabad the deterioration has been 
ascribed to the obstruction of drainage caused by canals, but in Gya this 
cannot be the case, as the only canal in the district runs parallel to and 
close to its western boundary, while in districts like Hazaribagh, Monghyr, 
Bhagulpore, and Beerbhoom, which have hitherto been healthy, no important 
changes in the condition of the drainage have, so far us is known, been 
introduced in recent years. ‘Ihe presence of these variations in districts all. 
of which are remarkable for their heavy dcath-rate from fever seems to point to 
the operation of some more general cause than that suggested by Dr. Gregg, 
and it is possible that the explanation may be found in the existence of a 
wave of malarious fever creeping gradually westwards independently of, though 
not, of course, uninfluenced by, conditions of surface drainage. 

In Bankoora (18°19), Durbhunga (12°71), Furreedpore (12°30), Dacca 
(12:25), Serampore (12°17), Sonthal Pergunnahs (11°32), Mozufferpcre (10°65), 
Tipperah (10°53), Cuttack (9°20), Balasore (8°32), Sarun (7-42), aud Pooree 
(3°00), the mortality was lowest. 

Mortality from other causes.—The registered mortality from bowel-com- 

laints, injury, and other causes was 52,086, 26,967, and 226,942, against 
56,893, 26,630, and 204,813 respectively in 1887. Tho districts which suffered 
most from bowel-complaints were Darjeeling, Balasore, Howrah, Pooree, 
Cuttack, Lohardugga, and Hooghly. The number of deaths from injuries 
amounted to 26,967 in 1888, against 26,630 in 1887 and 26,603, the mean of 
the five years 1883—87; and it is noticeable that, as shown in the following 
table, the proportions in which deaths from these causos, which are probably 
reported with more accuracy than ordinary deaths, are distributed over the four 
heads “ Suicide,” “ Wounds,” ‘‘ Accidents,” and ‘* Snake-bite and wild beasts” 
recur with remarkable regulurity every. year :— :

No details are given of the mortality from ‘Other causes,” and the figures 
nel oe a the total number of deaths under this head do not admit of 
analysis. 

= Expenditure on sanitation.—The total amount expended by municipalities 
on sanitation during 1888, extlusive of the amount spent on the maintenance of 
roads, was Rs. 13,60,553, against Rs. 12,97,383 in 1887. The increase was 
distributed among all the heads of sanitary expenditure except ‘ Drainage,” 
‘‘ Markets and slaughter-houses” and ‘‘ Other sanitary works,” under which there 
was a marked decrease. The decrease under ‘“ Drainage” is much to be 
regretted, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that, in future, Municipalities 
will recognize the desirability of devoting a larger percentage of their come 
to this object. Dr. Gregg’s remarks on this point are just, and should engage 
the earnest attention of all Municipal Committees— 

'“ Ae aula, Municipal Commissioners are anxious to do all they can for the benefit of 
the. towns committed to their care, and, with some oxceptions, a great deal of good hus been, 
and ae baite, Cone to improve the sanitary condition of the towns in Bengal, ond thus make 
them more-healthy, and attractive than they are at present; but a very great denl still 
®ertiains' te be done, much of which ce be acoomplished without a large outlay of 

xpetutiture. I am compelled to remark that in many cases the municipal! income is injudi- 
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ciously laid out, and that much money is wasted on temporary works and on works of 
minor importance, which might, with greater advantage aud profit, be laid out on works of 
a more needed, substantial, and lusting nature—drainage, wator-supply, and public latrines 


for instance.” ; fae . . ‘ siocBewe 
5. The disposal of night-soil is an important subject on which Municipali- 


tics have recently been addressed by the Sanitary Commissioner, and it is hoped 
that the Committees will profit by the hints contained in his circular. Corre- 
spondence continued during the year on the subject of the pollution of the 
river Hooghly by the discharge into it of the sewage from Howrah, and orders 
have recently been issued proposing that a Sanitary Engineer should. be placed 
at the disposal of the Municipality with a view to the proparation of a project 
for improving the existing scheme of drainage. It is reported that the river 
is seriously polluted at Chandernagore owing to the practice which prevails in 
that place of throwing the town refuse and night-soil into the river. | The 
Sanitary Comovissioner will be asked to submit a sepurate report on this subject. 
Of the important sanitary works executed during the ycar, the completion of 
the Dinagepore drainage scheme, which cost Rs, 23,884, is deserving of 
. mention. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe the favourable remarks 
recorded by the Sanitary Commissioner with regard to the good work done 
by Drs. Waddell and Gupta and the other officers of his Department. His 
observations will be communicated to the Appointment Department. The 
thanks of Government are due to Dr. Gregg for his able, concise, and careful 
report, for the useful circulars which he has addressed to Municipalities on the 
leading questions of sanitation, and for the good work which he has accom- 


plished during the year.

RESOLUTION. 


A,EAD— 
Tho report of the Commissioner of Patna, No. 326GF, dated 5th July 1889, on the 
scarcity in that Division during the fortnight ending the 30th Juno. 


This is the first report which deals with the state of affairs since the 
establishment of the monsoon. ‘The rain has been general and nowhere 
deficient. In some places it has been excessive, and has given rise to apprehen- 
sions of new aud special difficulties. When the Commissioner wrote he was: 
able to express his freedom from all anxiety on account «f the safety of Shaha- 
bad, Gya, Patna, Sarun, and Champarun, but more recent information from 
‘ Motihari shows that in the district last named the crops were being damaged 
by suprrabundance of rain, sunshine was badly needed, and destitution was 
not diminished. There were nearly seven inches ofrain in the week ending the 
Gth instant. Itisimpossible therefore to regard the situation thereas sitegather 
satisfactory. In all the three northern districts of Behar a large proportion of 
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the people on the relie/ works have let to pursuc their own agricultural opera- 
tions, but a considerable number still remain, and now that tank work is 
impossible, and much of the road work completed, it will bee¢me necessary to 
provide for these people partly by new works, but mainly by enlarging the 
sphere and strengthening the system of charitable r:Jief, till such time as the 
autumn crop, which forms a very important clement of tho food-supply in 
these districts, is assured. In Mozufferpore and Durbhunga the rainfall has 
diminished the numbers of labourers on tbe works from 17,278 and 14,656, 
total 31,934, to 10,114 and 6,270, total 16,384. But it has also interrupted 
communications, and thereby caused an increase in prices in certain loca- 
lities. From Mozufferpore the Collector reports that pack-bullocks are being 
more extensively used for transport, and in Durbhunga orders have been given 
for the construction of a number of culverts on the new roads to facilitate the 
movements of trade. In spite of the heavy rain (5°56 inches) in Durbhunga, 
ploughing, sowing, and transplanting are being vigorously pushed on. ‘The 
high prices (cight seers nine chittacks of rice for a rupee) at one particular mart 
(Bulwa) in the north of this district are attributed to the demand for grain 
in Nepal. The interruption of communications by the continued rainfall in 
some parts may raise troublesome questions in connection with the transport 
of grain in the affected parts of the country, but hitherto this interruption 
has not assumed large proportions. This subject should receive the Commis- 
sioner’s best attention. The time also has now arrived when a revised 
estimate of the expenditure on account of the scarcity should be undertaken, 
and it is important that the Commissioner should have all available information 
collected with a view to the preparation of such an estimate on the Licutenant- 
Governor's contemplated visit to Behar. 

2. It had been hoped that by the end of June, when the bhadoi crop 
had been generally sown, and the rains had set in, a change for the better 
would have manifested itself in the prices of food-grains; and it is somewhat 
disappointing to find that prices up to the end of the period under review were 
stationary or almost stationary in Behar. This may be ascribed partly to the 
excessive rain, and partly to the feeling of the dealers that the outlook for 
the future is not yet sufficiently secured to admit of their lowering prices. 
There is no evidence of depletion of stocks. The wholesale price of rice is to 
all intents unchanged from the previous reports from every large mart: the 
first tendency to fall shows itself at Sorajgunge and Dacca. The wholesale 
price of wheat has only improved by a very small fraction at Patna. The 
retail price of common rice has slightly risen in the week euding the 30th 
June in Durbhungafrom 12 seers 9 chittacks to 11 seors 6 chittacks, and 
fallenin Chumparun from 11 seers to 11 seers 8 chittacks: at Mozutferpore 
it remains the same as before: in the rest of Behar prices have either risen 
a little, or remain unmoved. The local price of makai or maize has every- 
where shown a tendency to rise. Whcat in Behar shows a greater tendency to 
full in price: in Durbhunga it is selling at 14 seers 13 chittacks the rupee 
as compared with 13 seers 11 chittacks, the previous quotation. in Chumparun, 
on the contrary, the price of wheat hus risen from 14 to 18 seers the rupee.

| si a “The rains have come in well and have put an end to most of-our troubles, but hav. 
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3. I have not the Chumparun report; but my demi-official news from Motibari is so 
good that I hardly want the regular report. 

4. Patna has had rather too much rain, with consequent injury to young crops; but 
though prices are slightly rising prospects aro fair. 

5. Sarun has had abundant and sousonable rain. Prices aro almost stationary. 

6. Gya has had good rain. Work in the flelds and on Gilandazi is going on well. Mr. 
Grierson is making advances to ryots who cannot got seed-corn from their mahajans. 

7. Shahabad also is safe. 

8. I havo a report and inany letters and messages from Mozufferpore. Ruin has come, 
and in excess. The rivers Burhia, Gunduk, and Baugmati are in flood ; and inside the worst 
area, whero rain held off longest, it has now come too heavily for work in the fields, It has 
also stopped much of our own work on roads and tanks; and worse thau this, it has intorrupt- 
ed communications and sent wp prices rapidly im the north : 

9, The Collector is giving gratuitous relief and is propering to exiond it. He draws 
attention to famine rates of food: in Sonbarsa 7! seers of rice ; and tho cheapest food, gram, 
at about 94 seers. 

10, All accounts from Moznfferpore show thut a break in the rains would now be of the 
groatest service. Indigo. rice, and bhadoi cultivation, our own works, aad our roads for 
trathe, all want fine weather, and there appears to bea good prospect of it. 

ll. It is doubtful whether the sudden rise of prices has been enuse] by depletion of 
stocks, or by combination of dealers when communication was interrupted. A very short time 
will decide this. Probably both causes were at work. The Collector has ordered greater 
liberality in making loans. 

12. My. MacIntosh reports that less than the usual number of labourers will find work 
in the fields. The cultivators will contrive te do with less hired labour. 

13. A kitchen has beon opened at Parihar, and is being managed by the canoongoe. 

14. No far healih continues good. Sanitation is being carefully attended to at Parihar, 
where Jarge numbers of people are relieved by the Durbhunga Raj. 

15. ‘Tho numbers on our works have gone down from 17,278 on the 1lth of June to 
10,114 on the 27th. 

16. Tho Sub-divisional Officor of Sitamarhi ostablished a kitchen to supply cooked food 
in Parihar, and theroby meet the increased distress found in the east of the sub-division, und 
described in paragraph 18 of my last report. 

17, But the passage quoted was more suggestive of fear of futuro distress in case the 
rain held off than of any actual distress found to be both great and widespread. The present 
report is much more hopeful about the general outlook, and also shows that all offirers are 
quite aware of the particulur danger caused by the sudden heavy rain, and are doing all that 
is required to meet it. 

18. Durbhunga feels tho effect of the rains in something of the same way. Work in 
the fields is going on well in many places, and the numbers on our works are much diminist.- 
ed. But traflic is interrupted, import of food stopped, and prices havo risen. Therefore 
gratuitous relief and cooked food for the young and helpless will still be necessary. 

19, Mr. Beadon has closed his circle D and is concentrating on circles A and B in the 
west. Tle describes the arrangements he has made for paying in cooked food for work done 
by weak women and children at his special tanks in Balna, Umgawn, and Benipatti.

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CENTRAL TEXT-BOOK COMMITTEE FOR BENGAL. 





No. 3805, dated Darjeeling, the 24th June 1889. 


From—Sir Aurrep Orort, Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, 
To—The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Goueral Department. 


Tre Central Text-Book Committee for Bengal was first organised in 
1875, with a President and three members. Its duty was to examine and 
report on class-books in the subjects of history, geography, mathematics, and 
science, for the middle scholarship examination. By the Resolution of Govern- 
ment in the General Departinent, dated the 7th January 1882, its functions 
were greatly enlarged. The Committee was now required to report upon 
readers and grammars, both English and vernacular, for the achalerein stand- 
ard; and it was also requested to frame lists of text-books in all subjects 
adapted to the standard, not merely of the scholarship examination, but of 
every class in a middle schoo}. In considcration of these increased duties, 
the Committee was from time to time enlarged, up to a total finally of 15 
members, including the President. Of these, in the year 1885, six were 
members of the Bengal Education Department, two belonged to other branches 
of the public service, four were Government pensioners, and three were 
professional gentlemen unconnected with tho Government. Since 1885 no 
new members have been added to the Committee, and I regret to say that three 
have been removed by death. 

2. I have now the honour to report, for the information of Government, 
upon the work done by the Comittee from its formation up to the close of the 
year 1888, the results of which are now for the first time to be published. The 
preliminary duties of the Committee have been undertaken by five Sub- 
Committees, each consisting of from five to seven members. In judging of 
the merits of books, the Sub-Committees, and afterwards the full Committee, 
took into special consideration all characteristics of importance, such as matter, 
manner, style, sectarian character, language, grammar, spelling, paper, printing, 
&c. This was in full accordance with the recommendations (25) and (26) of 
Chapter VIL of the Education Commission, which ran as follows :— 


“25. That care be taken to avoid as far as possible the introduction of text-books 
which are of an aggressive character, or are likely to give unnecessary offence to any section 


of the community. 
“26. hatin the printing of text-books, especially vernaoular text-books, attention 


be paid to clearness of typography.” 


3. ‘The first complete list of text-books, brought down to the end of tho 
year 1887, was furnished to me by the Committee in March 1888. Up to the’ 
end of 1887 about 1,200 books had been received and examined ; and after the 
rejection of more than half, the list, as approved by the Committee, contained 
524 books, distributed as follows:—English readers 98, English grammars 33, 
Bengali readers 208, Bongali grammars 42, history 25, geography 25, arithmetic 
46, mensuration 18, geometry 6, science 23. Yhis 


oe ow a : list I circulated to the superior inspecting: officers 
Bengali readers 33 for opinion. A supplementary list of 55 books,* 
me ‘e , brought down to the end of the year 1888, was 
Geography ... 1 received from the Committee early in 1889, and 
5 cragaaan 7 was a circulated for opinion.

— have now been received; and using them as a 

55 guide, I have prepared and am about to publish, 


in accordance with the terms of the Resolution 
above quoted, a provisional list of text-books authorised for use in middle 
schoola.. From this provisional list I have excluded some 40 books to which 
strong: objections have been raised by reporting officers; and these I have 
retnahded to the Committeo for further consideration. I have also referred tor 
sonsideration a number of books which do not appent in the Committee’s list, 
but which are strohgly recommended by officers whose opinions aro entitled to 
weight. I shall forward e copy of the provisional list to the Calcutta Missionary 
fexence, ‘by which body objections, chiefly on the ground Of morality, 
aiacd ‘before the Education Commission to certain text-books in accepted 
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use. By tho light of the criticisms to be thus obtained, and of others to which 
the publication of the provisional list will probably give rise, and also by the 
aid of the further report to be received from the Committco on the reference 
now made to it, I shail be enabled, I trust, in a short time to publish a 
finally revised list of approved text-books. : 

4. In thanking the Committce for their Jabours, I have exprossed a hope 
that they will continue to render the r valuable services to the Department, 
and I have requested them to furnish me, at the end of cach calendar year or 
oftener, with supplementary lists of the books examined and approved by thom 
during the period, As time goes on, it may be expected that several of the 
books now approved will have become antiquated or otherwise unsuitable, and 
their recommendations on this point are also invited. I propexe to publish 
revised lists every year; and to these lists the choice of text-books to be 
read in all public schools, whether under public or under private management, 
will be confined. 

5. From what has preceded it will be evident to the Government how 
onerous and how serviceable to the cause of education the labours of the 
Committee have been. Tho Committee is now composed of the following

In recommending that the cordial acknowledgments of Government be 
conveyed to the Committce for their work, it would be difficult, and indeed 
unnecessary, for me to distinguish between the services of these gentlemen, when 
ull alike have deserved well of the State by the devotion of their time and 
energies to labours of no common difficulty and of the highest public value. 
T may, however, be pormitted to draw the special attention of Government, as 
a matter coming within my frequent and personal observation, to the large and 
important share of these duties which has devolved upon the President, Raja 
Rajendra Lala Mitra, and to the zeal and interest which he has uniform y 
displayed in the work. I should also wish to bring to particular notice the 
services of Rai Radhika Prasanna Mookorjea Bahadur, on whom, as ex-officio 
Secretary to the Committee, has fallen probably the most laborious part of the 
work, and to whose unfailing courtesy and tact is largely due the success which 
has attended it. I wish also to acknowledge the care and industry of Babu 
Chandra Mohan Mazumdar, ™.4., Assistant Inspector of Schools, Dregtlane 
Circle, who, though not a member of the Committee, has rendered it valuable 
service. Nor should I pass over in silence the names of those members whose 
loss we have to deplore, namely, Babu Raj Krishna Mookerjea, m.a., B.L. 
Dr. Uday Chand Dutt, and Babu Girija Bhusan Mookerjea, .a., 8.L., whose 
work in the Committee, until they were removed by the hand of death, was of 
the highest value and importance. ;

A ltesolution of this Government, dated the 10th May, 1888, sanctioning an amend- 
ment of the form of rent receipt under the Re nngal Tenancy Act by the 
omission of the words “ particulars of holding,” and directing the introduction 
of the amended form with effect from tho heginning of the current _ agricul 
tural year. 

Lettor from the. Boged of Revenue, No. 399A, dated the 8th May, 1889, suggesting a 
further amondment in the form of rent receipt. 

Lotter to the Board of Revenue, No. 2090—692L.R., Fated the 23rd May, 1889, calling 
for further papers on the subject. 

Letter from tho Board of Revenue, No. 544A, datod the 4th July, 1889, ‘complying 
with the above request. 

Since the publication of the Resolution referred to in ‘the preamble, the 
Commissioner of Dacca has brought to the notice of the Board of Revenue a 
complaint to the effect that, in the form of rent receipt prescribed under 
section 56 of the Bengal Tenancy Act, heading 4—‘ area of holding” and 
‘rent ot holding” is. deficient so far as tenure-holders are concerned,: inas- 
much as it provides only for the payment of rent on account of a * holding,” 
but makes no such provision on account of a “ tenure.” The Collectors 6f 
Backergunge and Mymensingh have suggested that the heading should ba 
altered to “ name and area (if asdertainable) of tenure or holding” and “ rent 
of tenure or holding” asthe case may be. This suggestion is “supported by 
the Commissioner of the Division, and the Board having consulted. other 
officers, and considered their replies, suggest the substitution of the fuller expres- 
sions “ grea of tenure or holding, if known,” and “rent of tenureor holding”, 
respectively, for those in the present form. 

The Lieutenant-Governor approves the alteration recommended by the 
Board, and in exercise of the power conferred upon him by the proviso to 
clause 3, section 56 of the Bengal Tenancy Act, ig pleased to sanction the 
annexed amended form for general use.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL,AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THH WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
11x OF FULY 4889. 


Towanne the end of the preceding week a break in the rains had become established in 
consequence of the monsoon current being deflected westwards by the low pressure brea in the 
centre of the Bay, which had begun to affeot the pressure-and wind directions at the stations 
on the Orissa ooast on the last day of the week. The weather of tho present week has beer 
affected throughout by the depressien which has remained almost stationary, while slowly 
developing. The monsoon current has. been very weak over the whole province, and the 
rain largely in defect, and notwithstanding the’ oxistence of the depression which has 
controlled the wind directions over a largo area, winds of moderate force have been blowing at. 
all stations within. the area of oyolonic circulation, and elsewhere calms or light winds have 
prevailed. Humidity and cloud Senger have been low, while temperature bas been every- 
where in. excess, especially in. Behar and Chutia Nagpur. The fall of pressure which com- 
menced on Friday, the 12th, continued without break, and, though seldom large, has resulted 
in a largedefect. Aslight excess remained on Saturday after the somewhat rapid fall during 
the previous twenty-four houre, but defect began to appear in North Bengal on that day. 
Satprday’s fall was the largest of the week, but nowhere excoeded a tenth of an inch. It 
was largest in Fast Bengal and smallest. in South Behar, the average fall for the whole 
province amounting to about °08”. The lowest pressure was in Orissa, and the cyclonic 
ciroulation accompanying the depression was confined to the stations in the north-weet. 
angle of the Bay and Orissa. Temperaturo was high and cloud proportion small, while 
rainfall was light, only a few local showers being reported. On tho following day the fall 
of pressure was generally emall, rarely exceeding 0°02” except in Orissa, and there the 
largest fall, which was at Gopalpur, amounted to 0:05". Tho cyclonic circulation, however, 
had extended to the centre of the Province, but at the central stations very calm weuther 
or light variable winds prevailed. Temperature was still two to three degross in excess on 
an average, but the excess, while increasing in South-West and East Bengal, had diminished 
in some parts‘of Behar. Rainfall was still practically absent, though a few heavier showers 
had fallen at some of the northern stations. On Monday, the 15th, pressure continited to 
fall; slowly, and there was distinct evidence.of the storm intensifying on tho Orissa 
coast. The cyclonic circulation round the storm was very perfect, and oxtended over 
all but the extreme eastern dnd northorn districts of the province. The excess temper- 
ature continued to increase, and no rain fell except in Urissa, and at a few statigns 
in Egat: and ‘North Bengal. Somo heavy fall# occurred in the Julpigoree and Cooch 
Behar districts. On the 16th pressure had beconie largely in defect at all the Orissa 
stations, and almost the only caso of rising pressure during the week occurred in Hast and 
North, Bengal, Behar and Assam, but the changes were irregular, and in all cases small. 
The storm continued:to intensify and was then moving slowly in a north-westerly direction. 
The wind circulation continted, but the force was still moderate everywhere. Rain was 
general in Orissa and temperature falling, but, with the exception of a few showers in East 
and’ North sag. and: Assam, rain was practically absont. T'emporature was 4° to 6° 
in ‘excess over the greater part of the proviuce. Thb same conditions obtained on the 
following day—slight iutensification of the depression, marked circulation, and light winds, 
but rain then became general in South-West Bengal, Orissa and Assam. On Thursday 

ressure rose at nearly all Orissa stations, and the depression appeared to be beginning to 
up, the conditions. otherwise remaining unchanged, excopt that the rainfall area was 
increasing and Behar only was rainless. Wind foroe was also increasing at inland stations 
poss, in North Bengal. The depression continued cee Bs for some time, and on Thursday 
g eppesred' te be oroasing the coast to the north of Puri. During the hight, however, 
the storm 5 Rig: to per & and its centre moved to near False Point. On Friday 
general rain fell‘in Orissa and South-West Bengal, and a few showors in all other districts 
except Behar. - 

‘The depression which has influenced the weather so strongly during the week has been 
of the same character as all the other storms which have had their origin in the Bay during 
ha mt monsoon season. The.most pronounced feature has been the very weak winds in 

ont of the storm and at all the coast stations, so that, though stormy weather has been 

Gyro by the reports brought by ships to have existed in the centre of the Bay, none of it 

ed ‘begn experienced at any of the reporting stations. This is all the more noticeable, as 

pressure at fe Orissa stations has been very low, and was a quarter of an inch below the 
normal at False Point.

The moans for the different 
districts are from 2° to 4° above the normal except in Assam, whore the difference is 1:8°. In 
North Bengal and North Behar thé exooss ie just over 2°, in Orissa and South-West Bengal 
about 2°5°, in East Bengal and Chutia Nagpur 3°, andin South.Behar 4°, ‘ 

Rainfall—Has been everywhere very scanty, Orissa being the only district in which 
there has bean an average full exceeding one inch. Tho largest falls have been in Julpigoree 
and the Darjeeliag hill. Buxa reports 12 inchos, Kurseong 10°6 inches, Fallacotta 7 
inches, Siligoree 5°25 inches and Darjeeling 4°45 inches. Elsowhere in North Bengal the . 
falls are from one to two inches. In Orissa, Banpur reports 6:9 inches, and the other 
stations from one to two inches. In South-West Bengal the falls have been over one inch 
at afow stations, but genorally lie betwoen half an inch and aa inch, {n Moorshodabad less 
than half an inch foll at the majority of stations. In Enst Dangel, with the exception of 
Chittagong Hill Tracts, Furreedpore and Daooa, the falls have been less than one inoh, and 
in many cases do not exceed a quarter of an inch. In Behar only a few stations report any 
rain, and that generally very small in amount. At Pakour, in the Sonthal Pergurinahs, the 
fall was 1:66 inches, but elsewhere it was usually two or three tenths of an inch. Rain was 
more general in Chutia Nagpur, but of the same small amount. ‘I'he average fa.l in South- 
West, East and North Bengal, North Bohar and Chutia Nagpur lies betwoen 0°5” and L”. 
In South Behar it is only 0:14”. The dofects are everywhere nearly two inches, and in Egst 
Bengal and Chutia Nagpur exceed two inches.
